CHARLES WEISLER WAS SHOW- 
ING HER A REVOLVER. 


DIDN’T KNOW IT WAS LOADED. 


The Weapon Went Off, a Bullet Pierced 
Her Heart and She Died 
in Five Minutes. 


Widow Zora Grawe was shot through the 
heart and almost instantly killed by Chas. 
Weisler, at 919 Soulard street, at 11:20 o'clock 
Friday morning. 

The tragedy occurred in a second-story 
back room. There were no witnesses. 

Mrs. Jennie Handel, who lives beneath on 
the first floor, rushed upstairs and into the 
room immediately after the shooting. Welis- 
ler was then bending over Mrs, Grawe's un- 
scious form, holding one of her hands and 
crying: 

“Go for a doctor.“ he shouted, 
her by accident.“ 

Dr. Schlagenhauf of 1617 Soufh Ninth 
street came just in time to find Mrs. Grawe 
breathing her last. Patrolman Oswald at 
the same moment placed Weisler under ar- 
rest.

policemen appeared and the strictest inves- 
tigation was at once begun. 

Mrs. Grawe and Weisler were standing 
when the shot was fired and the woman 
fell backward at full length upon the floor. 

The bullet had pierced the heart. 80 
close had the revolver been held that the 
dress was burned about the wound. The 
flesh was blackened and powder flecked. 

The scene in the room where the woman 
lay dead was a pitiable one. Her two little 
girls who had been summoned from the 
Pestalozzi School ran in screaming and 
wringing their hands. Weisler stood crying 
and declaring that it was an accident. 

Curious people came pouring into the 
place until the police drove them out. Fin- 
ally the body was taken to the Morgue and 
Weisler was locked up at the Second Dis- 
trict Police Station. 

‘Mrs. Grawe was a widow, 42 years of 
age, and kept the upper rooms at 919 Sou- 
lard street. Weisler was one of her board- 
ers, He was 25 years of age, a bricklayer, 
and working for Val Jacobs on Seventh 
street near Russell avenue. He has lived 
in St. Louis all his life. 

Mre. Grawe came to this city about three 
years ago from Green County, III. 

According to Weisler’s story,he was asked 
by Mrs. Grawe to show her how to use 
a revolver which she purchased a few 


days ago. He thought he had taken out*all 


the cartridges. iv 

He pointed.the revolver at the widow, 
aimed it at her heart, and pulled the 
trigger. 15 ö 

A single cartridge that had been left in 
the weapon was exploded and Mrs. Grawe 
fell to the floor with the words: 

l am dying.” : 

She said nothing further, according to 
Weisler, and died in about five minutes, 
after writhing terribly upon the floor.

BY SENATOR pALHIER. 


He Demands the Free Coinage of Gold and Silver by 
the United States. 


The following letter was printed in the Louisville Ky., News, on March 15, 1878. 
On March 19, 1878, it was printed under conspicuous headlines on the editorial 
page of the Illinois State Register, of which Senator Palmer was at that time 


the editor: 


George Baber, Esq.: 


Dear Sir: I have noticed the very kind references made to ** name that have 
been so extensively copied from the Daily Evening News, and have appreciated 
your good opinion and good will, but, at the same time, have felt some curiosity 
to know what the News would consider to be “‘soundness” on the “money ques- 


tion.“ 


Tour letter of to-day, for which Iam obliged, relieves my curiosity on the 
point, but the requirement of an agreement with Senator Voorhees on the money 
question,” as a condition of soundness of faith, leaves me outside the pale of the 
church,” for, alas! Iam an old-fashioned hard-money man—so ‘obdurate and 
fixed in my opinions that I deny the power of Congress, in time of peace, to make 
Treasury notes a legal tender for private debts, and, if I could admit the power, 
I would oppose its exercise, ‘for, in my judgment, no system of finance or money 

_ 4s as vicious or dangerous to the interests of the country as that which makes 
; the amount of the currency depend upon the action of politicians who compose 
the two houses of Congress, or that gives a partisan Secretary of the Treasury 
the control over the matter. That Congress is an unsafe depository of the power 
to regulate the amount of the currency required by the business of the country its 
abundantly shown by the fact that what is known as the provision of the law 
“demonetizing silver“ was passed by Congress, and voted for by many mem- 
bers of both Houses who now, ludicrously enough, 
responsibility of their votes, insisting that, at the same time, they did not know 
that the bill contained the obnoxious provision. Conceding the honesty of all 
these apologizing gentlemen, as I cheerfully do, what can be said of their capa- 
city or attention to business? Some of the members of Congress, who are now 
the most clamorous for what they style “remonetization of silver“ are among 
the number of those who sorrowfully confess that they knew not what they 


did.“ 


And as a further illustration of the utter unfitness and incapacity of Congress 

to regulate the currency, it will be remembered that prior to the session of Con- 
gress of 1874-5 the country, under the operation of existing firenct#l legislation and 
natural lews, was steadily, but slowly and safely, moving in the direction of a re- 
turn to the resumption of specie payment. The subject of resumption at that time 
was attracting the public attention, and was likely to embarrass the political 
parties in the canvass of 1876. To avert, this for the Republican party it then, by 
its majority tn both branches or Congress, pledged the Federal Treasury to re- 
sume specie payment on the first day of January, 1879. The measure was adopt- 
ed by the Republican members of Congtess in caucus, and voted for by all of 
them, including those that are now most clamorous for its repeal. They yielded 
everything to supposed party necessity; and so it will ever be, as long as the 
business and currency, and, in short, the well being of the people, is, treated as 
the stake to be played for at every election. 

I regret that so many Democrats are now disposed to concede to the Federal 
Government the enormous and all-absorbing power of issuing and regulating the 
amount of currency required by the country. To say nothing of the incapacity 
and unfitness of Congress for the important duty or of the danger of intrusting 
the power to control the amount and consequent value of the currency to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, demagogues will, under such a system, keep the coun- 
try excited by means of the crude and impracticable theories and their appeals 
to the necessities or cupidity of the people, so regularity and certainty of busi- 
ness will be impossible, and honest labor be discouraged and made discredit- 


able.

’ SALISBURY. N. C., Sept. 1%.—When the 
Bryan train reached Salisury Thursday the 
larger portion of the population appeared 
to be at the depot. Mr. Bryan was intro- 
duced by T. F. Klutz, one of those who 
geconded his nomination at Chicago. The 
nominee spoke eulogistically of the State 
he was in, and after referring to the fact 
that Andrew Jackson had been a law stu- 


dent in Salisbury, he said: 

“The principles for. which I stand before 
the people are the principles taught by 
Jackson when he was the idol, not of De- 
mocracy alone, but of the great common 
people, whom he at all times defended. 

He spoke of Jefferson's history and re- 
ferred to the fact that Jackson and Jef- 
ferson had been the object of abusive epi- 
thets by the money-owning and changing 
class who proclaimed against everyone who 
did not bow oe knee to Baal and worship 
he Iden calf.’’ 

g a. Bryan toen spoke in a strain which 
he has used on other occasions. Mr. Bryan 
stated that he had noticed mothers and 
wives in the audience he addressed, crowd- 
the platform, because they es- 
pecially have felt the pressure of the gold 
standard. Living expenses have been re- 
duced, while the debts and the taxes of the 
farmer have been held up. If you could

“The demand for money in New York 
now is very great, and one of the great 
needs of it is to move the cotton crop of 
the South, which is, at a rough estimate, 
worth $306, 000,000. In order to move this 
crop the traders in the interior towns must 
have ready money, and New York banks 
have to import gold to meet the demand. 
The reason why the premium put by the 
Bank of England on gold does not stop the 
exportation of the yellow metal from that 
country is that money there is very cheap, 
being advertised at less than 2 per cent a 
year, while here 6 per cent is easily ob- 
tainable, and 7 per cent is often secured.”

Hardly an owner exists who has 
any idea of waiting for an immature 2-year- 
old to develop. He takes the soft equine 
baby scarce 18 months old and sticks him 
into a race on the soft spring tracks where 
the very marrow is pulled out of his yet 
unhardened bones. 

“There are too many 2-year-old stakes 
given, and as for the purses they transcend 
all propriety of limitation. It is the gener- 
al rule to have three out of six races for 
2-year-olds. 

“Tf this kind of business is not stopped 
there will be nothing to the turf of the next 
century but a lot of weedy nags, who WII 
need the daily application of the ‘hypo’ to 
enable them to run a half once a week.”

In its 
so-called quarterly report, which is issued 
in circular form and is not dated, the asso- 
ciation gives a list of sick and death benefits 
„paid during the past three months“ which 
aggregate less than $700. 

e poorest class of people are solicited 
to insure in this association, as well as in 
other similar concerns. Under its regula- 
tions many poor workingwomen pay small 
weekly amounts in order to insure their 
Children or provide a small amount of 
money for them when they have attained 
the age of 21. Ea 

By beginning to pay 5 cents a week for a 
child when it is 2 years old the poor mother 
is promised death insurance ranging from 
$17 to $115, or the payment of $50 to the 
child should it live to become 21 years of 
age. Children under 1 year of age can be 
insured for a $15 policy, by the payment 
of 6 cents’ premium weekly, but in order 
for the policy to be paid the child must 
die three months after the certificate is 
issued and before it becomes a year old. 

For 10 cents weekly children of various 
ages are insured“ for amounts as fol- 
lows: Aged 11, $100; aged 12, $98; aged 13, 
$96; aged 14, $94; aged 15, $92; aged 16, $9, 
etc. Adults can be insured by the same 
kind of payments for various amounts, 
ranging from $20 to $78, according to age. 
Accident and sick benefits of from $2 to $10 
are promised, according to the amount of 
ety premium, ranging from 10 to 50 
cents. 

In its circulars the association says that 
it is “organized and chartered under the 
laws of the State for the benefit a the

“Capital stock, paid up in cash, 3200, 000. 

A casual reader might think that this 
meant the capital stock of the association, 
but it does not. The association has no cap- 
ital stock. Its fund consists of a part of 
the money obtained in nickels and dimes by 
reseate promises from hard working men 
and women, and whatever Horn might have 
to pay out. , 

J. B. Horn, President of the association, 
said that he had filed articles of association 
with the Secretary of State on June 20, 1895, 
the association having then five members. 
These were Fred C. Leather, Alfred Jones, 
J. B. Horn, A. L. Horn and James E.

MEANS MISSOURI FOR BRYAN. 


Populists Suggest Fogle, Jenkins and 
Evans, as District Electors 
to Be Set Aside. 


At the meeting of the Populist and Dem- 
ocratic. sub-committee Thursday at the 
Planters’ Hotel, it was unanimously agreed 
that there should be fusion on the State 
electoral ticket. 

The Democrats were represented by 
Chairman Cook and Committeeman Zeibig. 
The Populists were represented by Chair- 
man Rozelle and Ablel Leonard. 

The conference lasted for two hours, the 
only definite conclusion reached being that 
the Democrats should have thirteen and 


the Populists four of the seventeén presi- 
dential electors. No ement was reach 
as to by 12 in which Populists shouid 
succe mocrats. 

It is understood that Abiel Leonard of 
Saline, Populist elector at large, will suc- 
ceed John A. Lee, who resigned as O- 
cratic elector at large. 

The Populist committee, it is also under- 
stood, want to have Populista succeed C. 
C. Fogle of Schuyler, Democratic elector in 
the First District; W. T. Jenkins of Platte 
elector in the Fourth District, and W. N. 
Evans of Howell, in the Fourteenth Dis- 
trict. 

Judge Evans of he Fourteenth District is 
willing to get out of the way, but it is not 
yet known whether the Democratic electors 
in the First and Fourth Districts are. 

The subcommittees will meet again short- 
ly to complete the fusion by naming the 
joint electoral ticket. 

As the fusion is now practically completed 
there will be from this time on harmonious 
work a * — and Democrats 
for Bryan and free silver. 

The bulk f the Populist vote—42,500—will 
be cast for the Bryan electoral ticket, and 
it is also likely that thousands of Populists 
will vote for the Democratic State ticket 
and the Democratic free silver candidates 
for Congress. 

Fusion between Populists and Democrats 

on legislative nominees has been accom- 
plished in twenty-five or thirty counties, 
which have heretofore been Republican, and 
there is a strong probability that Judge 
John W. North, Populist nominee for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, Eastern District, 
will withdraw in favor of Judge C. C. Bland, 
the regular Democratic nominee. 
State Chairman Rozelle and Abiel Leonard 
will report the result of fusion to the Popu- 
list State Central Committee at an early 
meeting of that body.

FRAUD 


Expense of the Election in St. Louis 
Will Be Way Up in the 
Thousands. 


* 


An election under the new State law is a 
big thing. The Supply Department of the 
city has just let, through its able purchas- 
ing agent, Charles Blow, a contract for 43 
steel ballot boxes, to cost $826.50, A few days 
ago another purchase was made of 100 can- 
vas booths and 100 patent steel booths. 
The canvas ones cost $350 and the steel 
$760. There is also a contract out for 45) 
folding *ables, 7 by 3% feet, to cost $2.70 
each or $1,265 for the lot. 

These articles form the bulkiest part of 
the election equipment and he elections 
that follow are as expénsive as the in.t‘al 
one, ; 

There will be three kinds of booths into 
which the voter may retire to prepare his 
ballot at the November election. None of 
them will have desks big enough to lay 
the ballot out flat, because it will be a big 
ballot. The bcoths are inclosed to a height 
of about seven feet on three sides, one 
side being open for the voter to enter. 
They are made more like stalls than booths, 
At a height convenient for writing while 
standing, is‘a shelf about a foot and a 
half wide, upon which the voter lays his 


ballot to do his scratching. The old hold- 
over stalls are made of pine plank; most 
of them have been damaged and are not 
fit for use. A hundred or two of them 
are still good,- however. There will be 
three of four of these stalls in each poll- 
ing place, and as there will be 426 polling 
places, the work of getting out the stalls 


and delivering them to the polls will be 


@ contract in itseif. 

The new ballot boxes are nice to look at. 
They are made of japanned steel and are 
about two feet long, ten inches high and 
ten inches wide. — have a patent brass 
slot, with a spring clip to it that shuts and 
locks when the box is not in use. The box 
locks on top with a small flat Yale key. 

When this box is delivered to the-polling 
place it will contain the poll books, all the 
Stationery necessary for the judges and 
clerks and the ballots. When it is returred 
to the Commissioner on the night of election 
day it will contain only the poll book and 
uy tally sheets, and over the slot and lock 
will be pasted a strip of paper on which 
all the judges have signed their names. 
This strip will be eo arranged that it will 
be impossible to open the box without 
breaking the paper and destroying the sig- 


nature. 

The ballots voted will be returned in a 
Separate package, corded and sealed, to be 
stored away for one year and then de- 
stroyed unless a contest makes it neces- 
gary to keep them longer. 

The big tables will be delivered with the 
stalls and printed matter which is to be 
tacked up about the polling place for the 
information and instructlon of the voters. 
As soon as the ballot box arrives and its 
contents have been extracted the Judge 
must place it on the table in full view of 
.— — and leave it there during the en- 

e y. 

They will not be allowed to open it under 
any pretense nor remove it from sight at 
any time. All they have to do with the box 
is to feed it with ballots as they are handed 
in by the voters.

School Director Nicholas Berg was op- 
posed to the candidacy of William H. Koe- 
nig, nephew of Director Koenig, for the 
position of Auditor of the School Board. 

Young Koenig was elected Auditor at the 
meeting of the board Sept. 8 Director Perg 
was not present, because he and Contractor 
Hansen were at Fenton, St. Louis County, 
when the board met, both of them drunk. 

Berg insists that Hansen lured him from 
the path of sobriety for the sole purpose 
of preventing his attendance, and that it 
was part of a diabolical scheme to elect 


young Koenig. 

It was not assured at the time that the 
election of an auditor could be postponed 
until after the installation of Robert Pau- 
lus, the newly elected Republican member. 
Berg’s absence was accordingly absolutely 
necessary to young Koenig. 

Contractor Hansen insists that not he 
but Berg was the tempter and that Berg 
got him so drunk that he narrowly escaped 
being robbed. He says he never was drunk 
before in his life. 

Hansen’s story is as follows: 

“While I was working on the new Shepard 
School Berg’s son used to come dowa there 
a deal. One day I asked him if his 
father was School Director Berg. He said 
yes. I had some houses on Lami street and 
some out on Gravois ayenye that I wanted 
insured. I tald young Berg that I was 
going to see his father about it as I did 
work for the board we might as well 
* it in the family. 

“I went to see Bare ot his office on Mon- 
day, the day before the last meeting of the 
Board. He said he was too busy to go that 
day. He told me to come around the next 
day at 2 o’clock. I did so and we drove down 
to the houses on Lami street. Then we 
stopped at Rowell’s saloon near the La- 
fayette Bank. We had five drinks there. 
Berg, I think, took whisky. I know that all 
the time we were out, he insisted that I 
drink whisky. 

“From Rowell’s we went to Besch’s Cher- 
okee Garden. There we had three whiskies. 
I was beginning to feel pretty funny. I was 
pretty drunk then. I can prove that by 
Clemens, out at Cherokee and Grand ave- 
nues, where we stopped next. I don’t know 
whether Berg was drunk then or not. I was 
so busy trying to take care of myself that I 
didn’t have time to notice. We had a lot 
of drinks there. I don’t know how many 
and Berg was drinking whisky the last 1 
remember. I los» him there for awhile and 
must have fallen down, I remember that 
some one poured ice water on my head and 
somebody else tried to take $60 out of my 
trousers pocket. That aroused me and I 
yelled ‘Watch.’ 

“Then somebody picked me up and put me 
in the buggy. Berg was already in it. He 
took the reins and started off. I was half 
asleep after that. When we stopped we 
were at Fenton, in St. Louis County. Berg 
had steppes in front of another saloon. 
We had four whiskies there. Berg or- 
dered them, and then asked me to pay 
for them, as he had little money. I paid 
foe them. I don’t know how i finally got 
ome. 
„„I know I was sick three days on ac- 
count of it. I never was drunk before in 
my life, which I can prove by those who 
know me.” 

Hansen was at work at the Shepard 
School when he made his statement. 

Another person involved in Director 
Berg’s explanation of his absence from the 
Board meeting is Director Koenig. He was 
seen by the Post-Dispatch reporter before 
Hansen had given his version of the affair. 

„1 don’t know anything about this,“ said 
Koenig. “Berg is a tarrier, gets on tears. 
Why, he is like old Heque.“ The other

Director Berg at first refused to say any- 
thing to the reporter about the matter. 

He said finally that Hansen called on him 
the day before the Board meeting and want- 
ed to take him to see some houses.

Berg was then informed that Hansen in- 
sisted he was made drunk by the Director. 

“IT didn't get him drunk,“ replied Berg. 

Do you think it was a scheme to keep 
you away from the Board?” 

“Nothing else. But I don’t want to talk 
about this at all.“ 


ROW OVER A HOUSE. 


Mrs. Eva Beach and the Wolff Broth- 
ers Gone to Law.

Though the house has been sold to satisfy 
a mortgage, Mrs. Beach claims that it is 
still legally hers. She acknowledges that 
in 1881 she borrowed $6,000 on the house, 
giving the Wolffs her note for that amount. 
She says that when the property was sold 
to satisfy the mortgage, it was bought in 
by a man named La Blanche, who repre- 
sented himself as trustee for the creditors. 
She claims that as a matter of fact, La 
Blanche bought the property for the hold- 
ers of the note in order to prevent her from 
filing a redemption bond. 

According to the statutes, in cases where 
the holder of a note buys in the property 
the signer of the note is allowed one year 
in which to redeem the property upon filing 
of a bond. Mrs, Beach says she was given 
no opportunity to file her bond. 

George P. Wolff says there is no founda. 
tion for Mrs. Beach’s statement. “I loaned 
Mrs. Beach,“ he explained, 5,000 on her 
property in 1881. She was unable to meet

“The property was sold on July U. We 
are in no sense the holders of the note. 
No deception was practiced. Mrs, Beach 
still has the equity of redemption within 
8 ** if she furnishes the mecessary

HIS PLEURALCAVITY EMPTIED OF 
THREE PINTS OF SERUM. 
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ON THE ROAD TO RECOVERY. 


The Rector’s Trouble Has Been of, 
Long Standing, Resulting From a 
Severe Attack of Grippe. 


Rev. Dr. R. A. Holland, rector of St. 
George's Episcopal Church, underwent a 
surgical operation Thursday as a result of 
his long illness. A quart and a half of 
serum, or water of the blood, was pumped 
out of the divine’s pleural cavity. 

The operation took place at his home, 
4244 Westminster place, and was performed 
by Drs. Prewitt, P. G. Robinson and Wil- 
liam Glasgow. The patient was conscious 
the whole time. His courage was a sub- 
ject of comment, for he bore the ordeal 
like a Spartan. A few minutes after the 
doctors had put away their tools he was 
telling them a story. 

The operation which was performed upon 
Dr. Holland is called aspiration. It is a

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FIRE AT THE LINDELL. | 


Scare Caused by a Blaze at the Top of 
the Elevator Shaft. 


For about three minutes Thursday night, 
just before 11 o’clock, the guests in the Lin- 
dell Hotel went hopping about the halls in 
a state of wild alarm. Fire had been dis- 
covered at the top of the elevator shaft 
and the smoke, quickly spreading through 
all the fioors, got everyone pretty well ex- 
cited. 

The blaze was discovered by Abe Iralson, 
one of the elevator boys. He dropped his car 
to the ground floor in a hurry and reported 
it at the desk. Chief Clerk Chidsey touched 
a button communicating with the Fire De- 
partment and in two minutes the streets 
were crowded with engines, for firemen 
take no chances with hotel alarms. 

Three minutes after the firemen arrived 
tho blaze was out. Lines of hose were run 
upstairs to the top’ story. Then through the 
skylight and up the shaft to where the 
flames were devouring the woodwork from 
which the elevators are suspended. Every- 
thing was drenched. 

Most of the damage was done by water. 
The elevators were disabled, but they can be 
repaired at small cost. All told the loss does 
not exceed $1,000. 

The fire is thought to have originated 
from electric wires which run along the top 
of the shaft.

Health Department, However, Can 
Find No Space in the City Hall. 


Dr. Alex Jordan, chief Dispensary physi- 
cian, wants a drug store and the only 
obstacle in his way seems to be a lack of 
room space to put it in. 

The City Hall is filled to the limit with 
offices, in fact, it has slopped over onto 
Market street and a part of the Health 
Department is a good way off from the main 
building. 

The city gives away a great many pre- 
scriptions for drugs, which are filled at the 
drug store having the contract therefor, 
This store paturalyx makes some 
profit out of the contract and sells the 
stuff to the city at a shade over the actual 
cost. If the Dispensary had its own drug 
department handy it could make up its 
own prescriptions at cost and save the city 


money. 

Dr. Jordan and Dr. Starkloff have been 
figuring and calculating to see if there 
could not be a way devised for squeezing 
in a drug store in some part of the hall not 
too far removed from the Dispensary. So. 
far, however, no place has been found 
where even a desk could be put, to say noth- 
ing of a whole drug store.
